J OHN L. CLIFTON, 
W I D E L Y KNOWN 
EDUCATOR, D I E S 


Dr. John L. Clifton, 61, form er 
Ohio director of education and a 
professor at Ohio State university, 
died Saturday in G rant hospital, 
Columbus. He w-as a resident of 
Columbus 
and husband of 
the 
form er Eva Grace Reichelderfer of 
Circleville. 
Other survivors include three 
children, John, Jr., Bernice L , and 
E sther Mae Reichelderfer. 
Dr. Clifton, who had many ac­ 
q uaintances in Circleville, served 
aa director of education from 
19 27 
through 
1931. He 
was bom 
at 
Etna, Lick ing county, in 1881. He 
started his career as a teacher in 
rural schools of Lick ing county. 
Later, Clifton became superin­ 
tendent of schools in Homer, Lick - i 
ing county, a position which he 
held for four years until he serv­ 
ed aa superintendent of the Men- 
don schools in Mercer county. 
It was not until 1913, at the 
age of 32, that Mr. Clifton com­ 
pleted his work for a bachelor’s 
degree at Ohio university. In 1916 
he became an assistant professor 
In education at Ohio State univer­ 
sity, being promoted a year later 
to a full professorship. He receiv­ 
ed the doctor of philosophy degree 
from Ohio S u te in 1929, and v as 
awarded the honorary 
L. L. D. de­ 
gree by Miaou university.

Jose Rodrigu ez Vega, in time, 
was taken to Madrid where he 
spent two years in prison and w it­ 
nessed things “that wou ld make an 
iron-nerved man shu dder.”

himself was condemned to be shot, 
bu t an error in the macabre book­ 
keeping of Franco's execu tioners 
saved his life. Another Jose Rod­ 
rigu ez had been execu ted, and the 
au thorities mistaking their victim 
for him, closed his case.

FRANCO S “EXECUTED” FOE 
RETURNS TO “LIFE” IN MEXICO 


Spanish P r ie s ts 
Combat Falangist 
P r o -Axis Policy9 
Unionist Reports

MEXICO CITY.—There is some­ 
thing of the voice from beyond the 
grave in the utterances of Jose 
Rodriguez Vega, dark, dapper head 
of 
the 
Spanish 
Socialist trade 
unions. 
Miraculously escaped from El 
Caudillo Francisco Franco’s firing 
squads, Rodriguez’s recent arrival 
in 
Mexico 
create* a sensation 
am ongst the numerous Spanish 
Republican colony here. For fully 
two hours the w riter jotted down 
his impressions of Franco Spain 
in 
a 
crowded 
little 
office 
of 
the Spanish trade unions that is 
hospitably placed at their disposal 
by the Mexican Confederation of 
Labor. 
The collapse of Spanish Republi­ 
can resistance caught Rodriguez 
Vego in Alicante, Spain. 
He was 
a member of the committee that 
negotiated with the Italian general 
at the head of the Black Arrow 
Legion and was promised facilities 
to leave Spain for all 20,000 Loyal­ 
ists stranded in Alicante if they 
were to lay down their arms. After 
the Republicans had carried out 
their half of the bargain, members 
of the committee that conducted 
the parley were arrested and for 
the most part shot 
Jose Rodriguez Vega, in time, 
was taken to Madrid where he 
spent two years in prison and wit­ 
nessed things “that would make an 
iron-nerved 
man shudder.” 
He 
himself was condemned to be shot, 
but an error in the macabre book­ 
keeping of Franco’s executioners 
saved his life. Another Jose Rod­ 
riguez had been executed, and the 
authorities mistaking their victim 
for him, closed his case. 
It thus 
proved relatively easy for him to 
leave the prison. 
Escaped In December 
For nine months until December 
of last year, he lived in hiding in 
Madrid. The fact that Republican 
underground propaganda was in­ 
tensified during the period follow­ 
ing his escape, caused the govern­ 
m ent to take elaborate pains to 
locate him. 
His many friends, 
however, were able to prevent his 
capture at the risk of their own 
lives and ultimately managed to 
smuggle him into Portugal. 
Jimenez Caballero, of the N a­ 
tional Council of the Falange, vis­ 
ited the camp and attem pted to 
stir up the prisoner* against the 
democracies. "We Falangists and 
you former Republicans must unite 
against the democracies,” Cabal­ 
lero told them. “You. because they 
betrayed you and sent you nothing 
but a little junk for arm s; we, be­ 
cause of our principles.” 
“The Italian officers,” says Rod­ 
riguez Vega, “who commanded the 
forces that captured Alicante were 
even more wilier in their over­ 
tures: 
*W§ have nothing at all 
against the Spanish Republicans. 
We merely came to Spain to con­ 
quer positions against France.’ The 
treatm ent of the Loyalists at the 
hands of the Italians, Indeed, con­ 
trasted with the brutalities that 
the Falange inflicted upon them. 
“But despite these unctuous ap­ 
peals, the Republicans almost to

the last man have remained true 
to the cause of the democracies.” 
“Ever since the beginning of the 
Spanish 
Civil 
war,” 
Rodriguez 
says, “friction between the church 
and the Falange has been sharp­ 
ening. 
When the Falange in 3340 
demanded that the names of the 
Falangists killed in the Civil war 
be inscribed on the walls of Seville 
cathedral, 
Cardinal Segura, the 
primate of Spain, refused and be­ 
came the object of much vitupera­ 
tion from tho Fascists. 
He spent 
several months in voluntary exile 
in Portugal. 
“The church has vigorously con­ 
tested the Falange’s pretensions to 
monopolize the education of the 
youth. 
A rden 
Catolica, 
the 
church's social organization, has 
countered the dragooning of the 
youth Into the Fasclt militia by 
[carrying out the mobilization of 
I the younger generation on the oc- 
; carbon of religious festivals. 
"Though Catholic papers have 
I been subjected to state control and 
[ have oven had Falangist editors 
I imposed upon them in certain in­ 
stances, the church has continued 
j its fight against the racism of the 
Falange. 
Heroic Priests 
“Though the church, as a whole, 
has passed up a unique opportunity 
for winning the masses of the peo­ 
ple,” Rodriguez Vago contends, 
I “through Its failure to take a clear 
I position against the Falange’s san­ 
guinary repression against the Re- 
| publicans, individual priests have 
| risked their lives to do so. 
'T hus a Father Kevfa. chaplain 
of a Madrid prison in the early 
clays after the Civil war, circulated 
a mimeographed protest against 
Franco's breach of his promise 
made shortly before the end of the 
j Civil war to persecute only those 
guilty of criminal acts. 
As a re­ 
sult of this, he was removed from 
| his post. 
“In the same prison as Rodri- 
j guez Vega, there were several 
Basque priests accused of having 
< collected money to alleviate the 


suffering of the imprisoned Re­ 
publicans. 
“Since the Vatican has issued its 
denunciation of totalitarianism , the 
I Spanish church, and above all the 
Jesuits, have fought to curb the 
pro-Axis policies of the Falange. 
In this they have the support of 
many m ilitarists and monarchists. 
"The friction between the F a ­ 
lange and th e -traditionalist ele­ 
ments, whom they consider ‘coun- 
| ter-revolutlor.ary,’ has reached crit­ 
ical proportions. 
Last year sev­ 
eral Falangists hurled a bomb into 
the Begona cathedral In Bilbao 
during a service attended by Gen­ 
eral Varela, their arch-enemy, and 
wounded 150 people. 
Five F a­ 
langists were executed for the 
crime. 
Political Corruption 
“The 
most outstanding 
char­ 
acteristic cf Spanish politics under 
Franco is neither their totalitar­ 
ianism nor their nationalism, but 
the dreary corruption of tho poli­ 
ticians. 
In the past Spanish poli­ 
ticians, whether of the left or the 
right, have been conscientiously 
honest in money m atters. 
“Today there is such arrant 
huckstering in connection with im­ 
port and expert permits, the ad­ 
ministration of justice, relief and 
functions that a cynicism without 
precedent has taken hold of the 
reentry. 
It is not unusual for a 
Spanish government official to in­ 
form a Republican with resource* 
awaiting his trial, that he can have 
Iris sentence suspended at a price 
of 1.000 pesetas per year. 
“There have thus been cases 
where wealthy Loyalists have been 
condemned to SO years’ imprison­ 
ment and have been able to walk 
the streets in perfect freedom IO 
days later. 
Government officials 
can be aeen in the cafes eating 
meal* th at cost 300-400 pesetas— 
their m onth’s official salary!"

Maternal Protection 
Started 100 Years A go 


By LOGAN CLENDENING, M. D. 
ONE HUNDRED y ear« ago on 
February 19, 1843. a y oung man 
named Dr. Oliv er Wendell Holm« « 
read a paper before the Boston 
Society for Medical Improv ement. 
In this paper he called attention 
to the condition which wa* known

as childbed fev er, which afflicted 
women about four day s after the 
birth of a child and had an ap­ 
palling mortality . 
In nearly any community in the 
civ ilized portions of the United 
States, which was then along the 
Atlantic seaboard, the mortality 
was at least ten percent of all 
women bearing children, attended 
by phy sicians? in some communi­ 
ties it was as high ae 90 percent. 
The doctors preferred to ascribe 
it to an accident or to an act of 
God. Dr. Holmes stated in v ery 
clear and specific terms that it 
was due to filth that the doctors 
carried on their hands, which con­ 
taminated the mother. This natu­ 
rally outraged the medical pro­ 
fession and y oung Dr. Holmes 
(who was only 34) was attacked 
with great v ituperation. He stuck 
to his guns, howev er, and-stated: 
"The disease known as puerperal 
fev er is so far contagious as to 
be frequently carried from patient 
to patient by phy sicians and 
nurses.” He also quoted the words 
of Gordon of Aberdeen, who said: 
“ I could v enture to foretell what 
women would be affected with the 
disease by hearing by what mid­ 
wife or nurse they were to be at­ 
tended during their ly ing-in." 
Prev entiv e Asepsis 
This is one of the first sugges­ 
tions of the principle of prev en­ 
tiv e asepsis which is now such a 
commonplace in ev ery department 
of medicine, surgery end obstet­ 
ric*. 
Somewhat later a y oung man in 
Vienna named Semmelweis, who 
was an attendant at the Mater­ 
nity Hospital, found a woman in 
his ward cry ing. He asked her the 
reason and she said it was because 
she had been sent to bis ward, 
that she would rather go to the 
ward of the midwiv es because 
they had fewer deaths from sep­ 
sis. 
He then inv estigated and found

that the students in his ward 
came directly from the post-mor­ 
tem 
room 
and examined the 
women in the maternity ward 
without Washing their hands. He 
instituted prev entiv e methods by 
making them wash their hands and 
rinse them in a solution of chlo­ 
ride of lime, following which his 
mortality dropped to the unheard 
of lev el of 1.26 per cent. 
Centenary Celebration 
The centenary was celebrated 
this v ear in New York by the Ma­ 
ternity Center Association with 
dignified and appropriate cere­ 
monies. 
It was pointed out that 
today in the United States the 
percentage of women who hav e 
babies and who contract this dis­ 
ease is .001 percent (3,000 out 
of more than 2,000,000 cases). 
Ev ery mother in the country , 
indeed, ev ery mother in the world 
should pay grateful homage this 
y ear to Oliv er Wendell Holmes. 
He said: “ I do not know that I 
shall ev er again hav e so good an 
opportunity of being useful as 
was granted me by the raising of 
the question which produced this 
essay .” To his detractors he said: 
"I take no offence and attempt no 
retort. No man makes s quarrel 
with me ov er the counterpane that 
cov ers a mother, with her new­ 
born infant at her breast!"

as childbed fever, which afflicted 
women about four day* after the 
birth of a child end had an ap­ 
palling mortality. 
In nearly any community in the 
civilised portion* of the United 
States, which wa* then along the 
Atlantic seaboard, the mortality 
was at least ten percent of all 
women bearing children, attended 
by physicians? in some communi­ 
ties it was as high as 90 percent. 
The doctors preferred to ascribe 
it to en accident or to an act of 
God. Dr. Holmes stated in very 
clear and specific terms that it 
was due to filth that the doctors 
earned on their hands, which con­ 
taminated th* mother. This natu­ 
rally outraged the medical pro­ 
fession and young Dr. Holmes 
(who was only 34) was attacked 
with great vituperation. He stuck 
to his guns, however, and-stated: 
“The disease known as puerperal 
fever is so far contagious as to 
be frequently carried from patient 
to patient by physicians and 
nurses.” He also quoted the words 
of Gordon of Aberdeen, who said: 
"I eould venture to foretell what 
women would be affected with the 
disease by hearing by what mid­ 
wife or nurse they were to be at­ 
tended during their lying-in." 
Pre ret! tire A se pets 
This is one of the first sugges­ 
tions of the principle of preven­ 
tive asepsis which is now such a 
commonplace in every department 
of medicine, surgery and obstet­ 
rics. 
Somewhat later a young man in 
Vienna named Semmelwets. who 
was an attendant at the Mater­ 
nity Hospital, found a woman in 
his ward crying. He asked her the 
reason and she said it was because 
she had been sent to his ward, 
that she would rather go to the 
ward of the midwives because 
they had fewer deaths from sep­ 
sis. 
He then investigated and found

Centenary Celebration 
Th* centenary was celebrated 
this year in New York by th* Ma­ 
ternity Center Association with 
dignified and appropriate cere­ 
monies. It was pointed out that 
today in the United States the 
percentage of women who have 
babies and who contract this dis­ 
ease is .OOI percent (3,000 out 
of more than 2,000,000 cases). 
Every mother in the country, 
indeed, every mother in the world 
should pay grateful homage this 
year to Oliver Wendell Holme*. 
He said: “I do not know that I 
shall ever again have so good an 
opportunity of being useful aa 
was granted me by the raising of 
the question which produced this 
essay.”
